ceries being totally destroyed. 
The 
bnilding was considered one of the 
strongest in the city. 


A Family Quarrel.

Ton Know,’’ and 
Therefore Is Growingr in Popular­ 
ity in This Countrj.

Everybody who has read 
“ Tom 
Brown at Kugby”—and who has not?— 
will recall Avith pleasure the bright de­ 
scription which is there given of a con­ 
test between several yokels of the vil­ 
lage at single stick. It w^as the chief 
of the local sports, and a regular tour­ 
nament was held there yearly to contest 
the skill of the young men and the old

men of the village in the pastime. 
It 
will be remembered that the laird of 
the village ofl’ered a prize for the win­ 
ner, that each one had to put up 
his stake, that all the pretty girls were 
on hand and eager witnesses of the 
disfiguring frays, and that the men 
fought in pairs. 
The spirited contest 
made by the old “du: er ’ will be re­ 
membered as the most pleasing feature 
of the day’s sports. 
No one was able 
to stand up successfully under the rat­ 
tling fire of blows that he gave with 
the end of his “broomstick. ” 
Doubtless every reader of Tom 
Srown inferred from this description 
that single-stick was an old-fashioned 
sport, handed down from generation to 
generation, and that it remains as one 
of the features of English country life. 
This is a fact, and single-stick is still 
practiced in the old country, in the 
rural districts, with as much vigoJ 
and enthusiasm as it was a half 
century ago. 
It is 
not 
a 
par­ 
ticularly prominent sport 
in 
this 
country, and yet it bas its devotees, 
and in every principal 
gymnasium 
throughout the country there are thou­ 
sands who indulge almost daily in the 
exercise. 
The Ciermans have taken it 
up, but whether they originated the 
game or whether it is of Enerlish origin 
is not known. At all events, in a 
Turners’ gymnasium it is one of the 
features of exercise. 
One of the best 
players of single-stick that tliis coun­ 
try has known is General I ranz Sigel. 
Not long ago, the writer, happening 
into one of the Turners’ halls, found 
that a tournament of the Turn-Vereins 
of New York, Jersey City, aud Brook­ 
lyn was in progress, in Vhich the con­ 
tests were limited to various kinds of 
fencing. 
Toward the close of the 
events. General Sigel came into the 
hall, and was publicly announced to 
the contestants and the audience. 
Single-stick contests were at that mo­ 
ment in progress, and when they were 
concluded the General made a little 
speech in which he said that he consid­ 
ered singie-stick 
one of the best 
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exercises for the development and 
training of the nerve aud eye. 
He not 
only expressed his admiration for the 
old sport and advocated its more general 
use, but, taking a stick from one of the 
players, proceeded to show how, in his 
opinion, the weapon should be handled. 
He flourished the stick around his 
head, and went through several mo­ 
tions, to the pleasure and edification of 
¿1 the beholders 
In spite of the fact that the weapon 


used in this sport is a cnmmon-place 
looking A^air, without embellishment 
of any kind, it does not by any means 
follow that the sport is »iriple. There 
are a great many movements recog- 
nize«i by the masters in past times, and 
skiQful players develop considerable 
adroitness in the progress of the game, 
and, though it will be remembpred that 
in the Tom Brown contests the van­ 
quished party always came off with a 
bloody and scarred head, it does not 
follow, as the sport is cultivated now, 
that such apparent brutality is a neces­ 
sary feature. In England and in all 
rural districts sports of this kind—in 
fact, of almost every other where two 
persons alone are involved—partake 
more of an actual fight than they do 
here. 
There the parties at issue meet 
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with a grim determination to come out 
ahead in the handling of the weapon— 
sometimes, perhaps, exhibiting a large 
degree of what might be called anger, 
although the contestants rarely dis­ 
play any wrath at being beaten. 
As 
single-stick is cultivated to-day, it be­ 
comes rather fencing and exercise of 
parrying, and if blows are not parried 
they seldom fall with any force on the 
head or shins or body of the unhappy 
player. 
The ancient origin and prominence 
of the sport is attested in a literary 
way by both Scott and Washington 
Irving. 
Each of those writers has de­ 
voted space to a special decription of 
the sport. 
The most scientific player at single­ 
stick in New York is,undoubtedly, Kegis 
Senac, the well-known fencing-master. 
Speaking of it aud its kindred sports, 
he said: 
‘•Fencing is an art as well as an ex­ 
ercise. 
It is a gentleman’s diversion 
and the medium through which gentle­ 
men at times protect their honor. The 
rapier has figured not only in countless 
novels but iu many romances which 
have been made, not written. 
It will 
never die as a sport, even if the prac­ 
tice of dueling and the prevalence of 
wars should entirely disappear from 
the world, for the romantic drama 
makes such demands upon actors that 
no man can consider himself thorough­ 
ly equipped for stage life who does not 
understand fencing to a considerable 
degree; aud most actors feel bound to 
cultivate it until they become as profi­ 
cient as possible. 
“There are plenty of poor swordsmen 
upon the stage, but nevertheless some 
of the best handlers of the rapier are 
found in tbe dramatic profession. 
To 
any one who has ever seen two good 
swordsmen in a bout with tlie foils it is 
not necessary to bring proof of the 
value of fencing as an exercise. The 
sharp, bell-like ring of the steel as the 
blades meet in the stroke and parry, 
usually with a great deal of strengtli 
put into each blow of the slender rod, 
or the swift lunge and rapid recovery 
to guard; the agile turns of the wrist 
to oppose the antagonist’s blows at the 


head or heart, all demand muscles that 
are strong, aud pliant and elastic. 
There are sudden changes of movement, 
and not only quickness of corporeal 
motion, but also of eye, is called into 
play by the fencing bout. 
The great­ 
est requisite, beyond facility of muscu­ 
lar motion, is coolness. 
Without cool­ 
ness of nerve, one could never become 
singla-stick. 
Your perfect fencer must 
expert at any of the various kinds of 
fencing, from the most highly developed 
use of the foils to the practice with the 
‘pink’ his man with adorable aplomb. 
The rapid exchange of blows, the 
springing backward and forward to 
make a lunge or avoid a thrust, 
will 
tax 
a 
man’s 
wind 
pretty 
etTectually. 
The feacer, therefore, 
needs to be sound, and the stronger 
lungs he brings to the fray the less 
likely he is .ever to be pierced, other 
things being equal. 
It might be pre­ 
sumed from this that in order to be­ 
come expert at any of the styles of 
fencing, one should be a well-trained 
athlete, and that the physical capacity 
for the sport would have to be attained 
by a special course of training in the 
gymnasium, or under a teacher. 
This 
is not the case, however, for, while 
fencing requires all these characteris­ 
tics, yet, if the mental requisite is given, 
it will supply the training necessary for 
an expert. No one who has ever at­ 
tempted to go through a given set of 
motions for several minutes needs to be 
told that weariness results when one is 
not used to it, aud that constant prac­ 
tice at it soon develops the muscles of 
whatever member is used in the exer­ 
cise, to a wonderful degree. 
“The different kinds of fencing are 
known as the rapier, the broadsword, 
the saber, theqnarter-staff, the ‘canne- 
royale,’ and the single-stick. 
The 
same qualities are required in each, for 
there is a family likeness in all fiencing 
exercises. 
A few of them are theoreti­ 
cal exercises, so to speak, for the wea­ 
pon with which they are carried on is 
not really a weapon—for example, 


singlestick. No one uses a stick for a real 
fight and scientific gentlemanly contest, 
but the fencer is assistetl very materially 
toward perfection in the use of the real 
weapon, by exercise in any of those 
various styles. And it need not be said 
that skill in the use of tlie single-stick 
may be exceedingly valuable to a gen­ 
tleman in case of unexpected attack by 
roughs or even robbers. If he has his 
cane with him, and knows ]ust how to 
parry and thrust and strike, he will be 
immensely better off than if he trusts 
simply to his muscular strength in 
beating off his assailants. For this 
reason, I should say that it was worth 
while for every man to acquire some 
expertness in the use of the stick. 
Al­ 
though, of course, it seldom happens 
that there is any actual occasion to use 
it ; yet when a man does want to use 
tho stick for defensive purposes, he 
wants to use it very badly, to put it 
mildly. 
*Single-stick is an exercise which 
has its special uses to tho fencer, 
though it is one of the simj^est forms 
of fencing which he can p^ctice. 
It 
is an English exercise, and is not in 
any great vogue in this country ; but it 
is a healthy, manly si>ort and one from 
which much profit may be derived. 
The stick is usually a stout piece of 
hickory or some wood which is moder­ 
ately light and very tough. 
When 
blows can be given so strongly with a 
foil as to break off two inches of the 
end of the instrument, something which 
occasionally comes to pass when I am 
contesting with an expert pupil, you 
can readily conceive that a heavy blow 
in single-stick demands tough wood to 
avoid breaking the instrument. 
The 
movements in single-stick are much the 
same as those in the saber, quarter- 
staff, and the ‘canne-royale.’ Quarter- 
staô’is a kind of extended single-stick 
exercise. 
The staff reaches from the 
floor to the chin of an ordinary-sized 
man, while the single-stick reaches not 
higher than his belt. 
The quarter-staff 
is grasped by both hands, the single­ 
stick is held with one only, like the foil, 
the fingers being clasped around the 
stick a few inches from the end. 
“In the ‘canne-royale’ the ‘mou­ 
linets ’ are more frequent and of wider 
sweep than iu single-stick. You don’t 
understand what ‘ moulinets ’ is. 
It is 
a technical term in fencing, and de­ 
notes a sweeping movement with the 
weapon in a circular direction, or is 
made horizontally above the head, or 
perpendicularly at the side. 
Fre­ 
quently a double one is executed ; 


namely, a sweep on each side, with a 
view to confusing an antagonist as to 
the direction of the attack. In the 
canne-royale,” also, there is a constant 
pivoting ou one foot or another so as 
to present face to attacks in the rear, 
as well as to those in front. 
Hence, 
the ‘moulinets’ are often a develop­ 
ment froni defense in one position to 
attack in another. 
“in a bout of single-ctick the mask, 
and padded vest and gloves are not 
used, as is the case in a round witii the 
foils. 
There is no doubt tbat a fatal 
blow could easily be given with the 
stick. 
A shiirp blow on the temple 
would, undoubtedly, lay an opponent 
out. Most of the blows in actual con­ 
test are received about the legs, and 
one who has been unfortunate enough 
to slip on a parry, so as to receive a 
rap from his opponent, can come off 
with a very sore pair of limbs.” 
“I used to practice single-stick a good 
deal at college in Montreal, ” said a mem­ 
ber of the New York Athletic Club, who 
stood near while the Professor was talk­ 
ing, “but I got to think that getting so 
bruised was paying too dear for the ex­ 
ercise.” 
“The movements of single-stick,* 
continued the Professor, “are not so 
varied as in many other fencing exer­ 
cises, and an explanation of them 
would be very difficult to make without 
charts and diagrams, and without actual 
view of the party who makes them. 
“There are several first-class players 
in this city, and they enjoy the quick, 
strong exercise very much. 
The best 
player that I know of hereabout is 
Mr, E. Higgins, of Fifth avenue, who 
practices the sport regularly with me. 
He is also an accomplished . wordsman. 
Ladies do not fall into line as single- 
stickers. 
It takes a man’s hand to get 
a firm grasp of the thick hickory stick 
and deal a rattling blow with it. 
And 
the almost necessary contusions that 
follow a very vigorous use of the stick 
will be enough to deter them from any 
practice at it. I do not know of any 
lady anywhere that has ever under­ 
taken to use the weapon, although a 
great many of them have become ex­ 
pert in the use of the foils. Mrs. Lang­ 
try’s skill in this particular is well 
known, aud Mrs. James Brown Potter 
is now liecoming one of the best swords- 
women before the public.” 
There is a suggestion in this last that 
would be worthy of the careful atten­ 
tion of some enterprising show man­ 
ager. 
What magnificent audiehces 
would gather at the Madison Square 
Garden, for instance, and pay high 
prices for the purpose of seeing Mrs. 
Langtry and Mrs. Potter contest with 
the foils for, say, ten thousand dollars 
and a medal. 


The Boe Not an Industrious Insect.

As a matter of fact, “the little 
busy bee” works about three hours a 
day, and is a most thorough-going 
loafer for the rest of the time.

THE DIAMOND FIELDS.

Before the discovery of diamonds, 
in IStJyj Grigualaud West was inhab- i 
it<Hi by a few thousand Griguas tinder . 
the Chief Waterboer, some s:;anty off- ! 
shoots of the Bechtma tribes, a few ! 
Dutch farmers owing alle^ance to the ; 
Free 
State 
or 
^ e (independent;' 
Transvaal Kepublic, some English set-1 
tiers from the Cape Colony whxJ occu- ! 
pied the district called Albania, and 
five or six miiiBionaries with the people 
of their stations. 
It was a part of South Africa little 
known and less valued. As soon «s it 
became known that Grigualand was 
certainly rich in diamonds, the people

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from the various surrounding colonies 
began to flock in, first by hundreds 
and then by thousands. 
As the news 
spread, the whole world contributed its 
crowds to swell the throngs which con­ 
gregated at the wonderful diggings, 
and men traveled thither from En­ 
gland, Germany, Holland, America, 
and 
Australia. 
The 
high wages 
paid 
for common 
labor attracted 
the 
blacks 
from 
all 
parts 
of 
Africa, and in 1873, when the boom was 
at its greatest heiglit, not less than 
sixty thousand people were at the fields 
hunting for diamonds. 
Although Gri- 
gnaland West has since been peopled 
by farmers and traders who have taken 
up a permnnent residence, the diamond 
craze has so signally subsided that to­ 
day the entire population of Grigua­ 
land is less than fifty thousand, only 
one-fourth of wnom are white. 
It can scarcely be said that there are 
any towns in the diamond fields, al­ 
though Kimberley, the capital, has a 
population of over fifteen thousand. 
It is, however, chiefly a floating popu­ 
lation of men who come there and work 
a small claim. 
If the claim pans out 
all right they leave Kimberley in good 
spirits, and by mail-cart; if tlie claim 
is no good they leave also—on foot. 
But they leave, anyway, and Kimber­ 
ley, though so busy a place, is com­ 
posed of pilgrims and strangers who 
are literally, for the most part, dwell­ 
ers in tents. 
Brick and stone have 
been used in a few (very few) instances, 
but principally the place consists of 
light structures of corrugated sheet- 
iron, wood or canvas. 
Kimberley has 
outlasted all the other diggings, and 
its mine, the New Knsh, promises to 
yield large returns for many years. 
The mines of the “dry” diggings 
have been found to be much more pro­ 
ductive than those at the river. 
The 
camps which first attracted attention— 
1869 to 1871—were on the edge of the 
Vaal Kiver, and at flood time were fre­ 
quently submerged. It is possible that 
at some future time practical opera­ 
tions may be again commenced at these 
“wet” mines, but at present they are 
all deserted for the dry mines of the 
New Kush, De Beers and Dutoits 
Pan, all of which places are within a 
few miles of Kimberley. 
Of course, in a place like Kimberley 
there is a great deal of business done, 
and, with so cosmopolitan a popula­ 
tion, it is a live place. There are many 
banks and churches, as well as hotels 
and a theater, and the miners support 
three 
newspapers. 
Still, the town 
looks what it is—a huge camp, likely 
to disappear at any time on a day’s 
notice. 
The New Rush mine has now the ap­ 
pearance of a hollow, about a mile in 
circumference. 
Before it became a 
digging it had a considerable elevation 
above the surrounding plain. It is now 
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scooped out to a considerable depth, 
being in many places over 25U feet 
deep. 
The mine was originally marked out 
into claims of thirty feet siiuare, each 
claim being held from the British Col­ 
onial Government on payment of a 
monthly license charge. 
As the great 
wealth of the place gradually disclosed 
itself many of the original claim-hold- 
ers were often able to dispose of 
halves and thirds of partially worked 
out claims for enormous prices. Three 
to five thousand pounds sterling for 
halves of old claims were common 
prices paid in the days of the boom. 
In those palmy days diggers calculated 
upon large finds of diamonds every day 
and were seldom disappointed. iBut at 
present the yield is nothing like it was, 
and the natives, having discovered by 
this time the value of labor, charge 
about the same price for it as would 
our Irish friends of the pick and 
shovel. 
The consequence is that fancy 
prices are no more heard of in the pur­ 
chase of claims. 
To show how careless diamond dig­ 


gers were in the days when large 
“shiners” were constantly turning up, 
it may be mentioned that over one 
million pounds sterling, in diamondt>, 
has been recovered from the rubbish 
carted away from the three dry mines. 
I have liinted that the blacks who 
swarmed around the diamond mines 
soon learned the white laborers’ ideas 
of high wages, but if they are dissatis­ 
fied with their wages they soon obta n 
a sufficiency of the work. This is ca sed 
not 8 0 much by a dislike for work, but 
because among all uncivilized tribes 
thoughts for the future and provision 
for a “rainy day’*' are unknown. 
A 
Caffir’s ambition in life is to procure a 
“stove-pipe” hat and a rifle. 
Some­ 
times hia ambition carries him a step 
further, and he will aim to possess a 
Prince Albert coat. 
With this outfit 
(which he can obtain for five or six 
weeks’ work at Kimberley) he quits the 
diggings and tramps off to his distant 
home, to paralyze, after a fashion, the 
dusky feminine beauties of his tribe. 
In a future letter I propose to give 
an account of the manner in which dia­ 
monds are raised from the earth. 


The Duties of Guests. 
Much has been written about the art 
of entertaining and the duties of a 
hostess, but is there no obligation on 
the other side ? To be a really accept­ 
able guest requires infinite tact, or else 
possession of most of the cardinal vir­ 
tues. 
How many a guest has gone 
home a little less liked by the hostess! 
A little care and thoughtfulness will 
make “visiting” a less trying ordeal. 
In the first place, it is better to under­ 
stay rather than overstay an invitation, 
and it is pleasanter for both parties if 
the length of the visit desired is stated 
beforehand by the hostess. 
Perhaps 
the moat consideration of all is that the 
family routine should be disturbed as 
little as possible. 
Be up in time for 
breakfast and prompt at all meals. Do 
not ask for tea or milk at odd times, 
or order what is not on the table, lie- 
member you are not at a hotel. I once 
saw a lady guest call for olivps when 
they were not ou the bill of fare, and 
the hostess has never forgotten this 
particular act of rudeness. 
Make as 
little trouble as possible. 
If there is only one overworked ser­ 
vant, why not make your own bed? 
Have some employment of your own as 
an excuse for retiring to your own 
room for some time each day. 
Do not 
follow your hostess about all the time, 
as she generally has many duties, and 
e.specially respect private rooms, un­ 
less particularly invited to them. 
Do 
not give your washing to the house- 
servant. iPay for your own luggage in 
coming and going, if a public convey­ 
ance is employed, and do not sponge 
upon your hostess for car-fare and 
trivial expenses. 
These little things 
make many a friendship less warm. 
You certainly would not take one of 
your friends with you unless particu­ 
larly invited to do so by the hostess. 
Do not demand too much attention. 
Be easily pleised, aud chime in most 
cordially with 
anything proposed. 
Try to please the tastes of your host­ 
ess in every way. 
Consult their likes 
and dislikes, even in matters of dress; 
be interested in what interests them; 
be sure not to hurt their feelings. Do 
not criticise the family you visit; ad­ 
mire what is good; do not notice the 
rest. 
Do not always tell of the fine 
things you have seen or eaten else­ 
where. 
Help your hostess; amuse a 
child or entertain other guests. 
Show' 
your love for your hostess in all little 
ways. 
Give the servant who waits on 
you some money. 
It makes it easier 
for the mistress if the servants do “not 
object to company. ” Try to make 
some return for your visits—either an 
invitation, a timely gift, or at least 
honestly expressed gratitude or appre­ 
ciation. 
Lastly, study some one who 
is an ever-welcome guest and try to 
grasp her secret.—A. M. Iiirner. 


It Was Shaky. 
For a number of years there had ex­ 
isted in the minds of a few persons 
doubts as to the sufBcient si/:e and 
stability of the foundation of the Wash­ 
ington monument. 
These apprehen­ 
sions becoming widespread, a joint 
commission was appointed by Congress, 
consisting of the President of the Unit­ 
ed States, the Vice President of the 
Monument Society, the chief of en­ 
gineers of the army, and the architects 
of the Capitol and Treasury, with in­ 
structions to make an investigation of 
the work already done, aud to direct 
and supervise the completion of the 
structure. The joint commission caused 
a special investigation to be made by 
capable en^neers, who reported that 
the foundation was in an unsatisfactory 
condition, and that it would be “unsafe 
to subject it to any additional load 
whatever.” The embodiment of these 
facts in the commission’s first report to 
Congress led to the enactment of a 
joint resolution, June 14, 1878, author­ 
izing the expenditure of “36,000, if 
deemed advisable, in giving greater 
stability to the foundation.” 
An anecdote of this date, related by 
a well-Known citizen of New York, 
may illustrate the anxiety felt at that 
period as to the safety of the struct­ 
ure. 
President Hayes had taken out 
the New-Yorker for an afternoon drive, 
and the carriage stopped in front of 
the monument, 
“I have never been so near before, ” 
remarked the guest. 
“Oh, don’t be alarmed !** instantly re­ 
plied iMr. Hayes; “the commission has 
just reported, and it may not fall down 
for some time yet.”— Ostar Foote, in 
the American Magazin e

parts of the boiler’s interior. 
The 
•boiler has also a pair of lockup safety 
valves, which relieve all excess of 
pressure on an increase of but a feV 
pounds above the blowing-olT pressure. 
A useful addition is the blast regulator, 
which increases or diminishes the power 
of the draught caused by the main ex­ 
haust, in accordance with the desired 
intensity of the fire. In order to keep 
dowu the weight of the engine steely is 
used wherever possible.

TBBMTIONAL CAPITAL.

W a s h in g t o n , D. C. 
W ith all that has been written and 
said about the capital of onr country, 
it is aingolar how little it is really 
known % the people at large of whom 
it is representative. 
Correspondents 
and visitors generally seize upon con­ 
spicuous ligures and occasions, and 
make a gaudy picture for the imagina­ 
tion that lacks most of the actual every­ 
day features. 
In this way Washington 
has become notorious for what it is 
really not, a swarming center of po­ 
litical and social evil; while the truth 
that impresses the new resident most, 
is the contrasted exceptionally moral 
and even religious tone of the general 
actual inhabitant. 
In few cities of the 
same population could be found a like 
majority of quiet, plain, substantial 
people, to whom the traditional feat­ 
ures of the city are but amusing news­ 
paper conjurations, or mere tissue 
lights and transparencies that flicker 
momentarily in the ceaseless proces­ 
sions ever coming aud going. 
There are four classes that represent 
the real character of Washington life. 
They are: the usually respectable and 
often distinguished but plain “old set­ 
tler;” the great army of Government 
clerks and em])loyes, drawn mostly 
from the respectable classes the coun­ 
try over; the higher representatives of 
the Government; and a large wealthy 
class of retired business men attracted 
here from other localities to make 
pleasanter final homes. It is the extra­ 
ordinary beauty of its surrounding scen­ 
ery, its fine avenues and reservations, 
as well as its splendid public bnildi'jgs 
and other attractions incident to it as 
capital, that have drawn to Washington 
this retired wealth of other cities; and 
the magniiiceat residences and expen­ 
sive estates cover immense areas and 
combine to make its beauty wonderful 
among cities. 
For driving, aud especially for 'cy­ 
cling, Washington has certainly no 
equal in our own land. 
Mile beyond 
mile of dustless, noiseless asphalt pave­ 
ment, bordered with beautiful small 
parks, meet the eye wherever it may 
turn. Although there are endless turn­ 
outs of every conceivable description, 
and many of them liveried, most of 
them are unostentatious, and the en­ 
joyment is evidently in the pastime of 
viewing rather than show. 
Contrasted 
with the repose of the resident is the 
wonderment of the stranger and sight­ 
seer, Avho never lack representatives 
and recognition about the public build­ 
ings and on “the avenue, ” as the one 
great thoroughffire is distinguished 
without name; and there, especially on 
fine days during “session,” from the 
Treasury tc the Capitol, a moving 
panorama of going and coming equif)- 
ages and pedestrians spreads its end­ 
less diversities over a vista of a mile in 
length and a width of one hundred and 
sixty feet. 
It would be a cold heart 
that did not throb with strange interest 
driving on Pennsylvania avenue during 
Congress or gala days. 
Owing to the great number of re­ 
tired merchants, together with the 
many people whose emph »yment is in 
the (iovernment service, a conspicuous 
feature that impresses aud is conducive 
to its peculiar suburban effect is the 
absence of that particul.ar stirring and 
noisy kind of business that is common 
to other cities. 
Dry goods houses, 
china stores, jewelers and furniture 
houses, especiall}' second-hand aud 
auction furniture houses, witli a larger 
aggregation than usual of book-stores, 
music stores, bric-a-brac bazars and 
artists’ studios, and an amazing con­ 
tiguous array of law and real-estate 
offices, make up, v/ith the great hotels 
and countless restaui-ants, t-igar stands, 
and boarding houses, the business 
characteristics. Of manufacturingthere 
is scarcely a sound; and building, 
which has been rushed for the past 
three or forr years, has furnished the 
principal mechanical employment. Keal 
estate has not unreasonably advanced 
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during this time, and most probably 
wi!l remain stationary for a while, as 
dwellmgs at present rather exceed 
the demand. 
The architecture in the 
wealthy ])ortions of the city varies 
through all styles and grades of the 
beautiful, 
picturos(pie 
and grand. 
In the less wealthy and tenement sec­ 
tions a sameness of style seems to pre­ 
vail. 
There 
are bow-windows till 
one’s back ache.s; rows upon rows, 
block upon block, along brick fronts 
as exactly alike as the serried fronts of 


80 many elephants. 
They are all 
shaded by fine trees that have been 
planted by the city to beautify the 
streets; the lawns in front are uniform, 
as regulated by the city statutes, and 
beautified generally by the tenant with 
a pretty display of flowers. 
It is this 
general shading and “parking,” as tlje 
wide front area is called, of every 
street and home, “be it ever so hum­ 
ble, ” that contributes, with the reser­ 
vations and finer homes, to make the 
city such a continuous village-like

“Well, have you lost your head?” is 
the usual family f?reeting at evening, 
I am told. 
With a view to .such catas­ 
trophe sooner or later, many of them 
waste fon e they might better reserve 
by })uis\iin.”- in oil' hours courses of law 
lectures and professional studios ; some 
of them even dabbling in practice, 
dubbed as sundown lawyers and doc­ 
tors, })eculiarly and 
distinctively a 
feature of the cap'tal. 
Such tamper- 
in" with property aud life without the 
whole consecration required of life, 
property, energy and time is crime, 
but it would be as hopeless 1.0 attempt 
to convince one of these “sundowns” 
as to expect any tiling save disaster of 
their services. 
They seem to regard 
the calamities to those who trust them 
as episodes of a remunerative experi­ 
ence, and in imaginary greatness wit­ 
ness the conse(]ueut pangi with invul­ 
nerable complacency. 
This is 
the 
saddest thing of which we have heard 
from the life behind the bow-window. 
If you pa.ss these rows of bows in 
the early morning, 
you 
Avill find 
matrons, or even young ladies, cleanly 
and nicely clad, sweeping bravely with 
their own hands the pavement, possi­ 
bly scouring their steps, for many 
of them keep no servant. 
Later, 
you will iind them at the grocery or 
markets, searching with intelligent eyes 
for the freshest and best-suited their 
me.’.uswill afíord, their faces more worn 
with care, and their hands a little "ofl” 
as regards keeping for the extra neat­ 
ness of their homes and tastefulness of 
their apparel. 
Here the bustling land­ 
lady may be distinguished, too, by her 
more business-like and less choice eye, 
aud her more expensive, perhaps, but 
less tidy toilet. 
The markets of Washington are mod­ 
els of neatness, the most inviting I have 
anyv/here seen. 
Central Market is a 
handsome brick structure, covering a 
large area, tierced with stalls, beauti­ 
fully kept, and loaded with everything 
to tempt the purse, from flowers for 
bridal or bier to choicest bologna and 
roast, and so on through all the seduc­ 
tions of fruits, vegetable?, fishes aud 
loaves, cakes, pastries, and confections. 
TJie scene there on Saturdays, with the 
cea-seless processions and crowd, is 
“better than a circus.” 
The price of 
provisions is surprising. 
It is lower 
than in most 
Southern and 
many 
Northern cities—no doubt owing to the 
splendid wide farming boundaries of 
tlie city and its easy access to all the 
great home and foroign marts.

abundance of good butter and milk at 
a like reasonable cost is a source of 
constant congratulation.

Raising the Wind. 
Moorish traders in camels seem to be 
ao more hon^st^ than Yankee traders in 
ikorses have the reputation of being. Â 
«rriter describes one of their tricks, 
which, accordin^^ to his account only an 
expert is likely to detect 
Such an in­ 
génions method of “raising the wind” 
might put even the shrewdest American 
(o blush. 
The story wi« told to the 
iiUthor by a Frenchman, who had 
traveled for some time in Algiers. 
On one occasion, while in an Arab 
vill^e, he declared his intention of 
buying a young camel. 
No sooner had 
his desiria become known than at least 
twenty camels were brought for his in­ 
spection. 
They were all fine looking animals, 
in exceUent condition apparently. 
In 
fact, the only fault our Frenchman 
eould perceive was that they were too 
fat. 
After a proper amount of deliber­ 
ation and bargaining, he selected the 
one which appeared to be leanest, and 
paid the price agreed upon. 
, The next morning when he went to 
look at his fat camel, he found a living 
skeleton, on whose almost fleshless 
bones the skin hung in large folds, and 
whose best development was about the 
joints. 
The method by which camels are sud­ 
denly “fattened” for the market is thus 
described : 
An incision about an inch in length, 
is made in each ear, between the skin 
and fle.sh. 
Into this a small tube is 
fitted and secured by *a silken cord. 
There it remains, hidden from the obr 
servation of all but the initiated and 
ready for use at any moment. 
When a merchant who is not ac­ 
quainted with the blowing-up trick 
comes to buy a camel the dealer takes 
two tubes, each a yard long, and insert­ 
ing one end of each in the small tubes 
just d(.*scribed through the other ends, 
two Arabs blow with all their might 
until the animal ha?) attained the requi­ 
site degree of plumpnos.s. 
The inflat­ 
ing tubes are then withdrawn, and the 
air is prevented from escaping by 
means of a cork smeared with pitch. 
The poor camel now becomes api^ar- 
ently lively and frisky, trying to throw 
iíseíf upon the groimd, or to press 
against a wall or tree, or whatever ob­ 
ject may be at hand, so as to get rid of 
the wind. 
It is generally too well 
watched by the rascally Arab to suc­ 
ceed in accomplishing its purpose. 
Sometimes, however, it manages to 
elude his vigilance; and then if the 
cork is not very securely fastened the 
wind escapes with a whistle like that of 
a steam engine, and the fine looking 
beast suddenly collapses into the mis­ 
erable object it really is.—Am ong the 
Arabs.

They Biiilded Better. 
A personal inspection of the pyra­ 
mids of Egypt, made by a quarry- 
owner who spent some timo recently on 
the Nile, has led him to the conclusion 
that the old Eyptians 
were better 
builders than those of the present day. 
He states that there were blocks of 
stone in the pyramids which weigh 
three or four times as much as the 
obelisk on the embankment. 
He saw 
a stone whose estimated weight was 
880 tons. 
But then the builders of the 
pyramids counted human labor lightly. 
They had great nasses of subjects 
upon whom to draw, and most of their 
work was done by sheer manual labor 
and force. 
There are stones in the 
pyramids 30 feet in length which fit so 
closely together that a penknife may 
be run over the surface Avithout discov­ 
ering the break between tliem. 
They 
are not laid with mortar, either. There 
is no machinery so perfect that it will 
make two sui-faces thirty feet in length 
which will meet together in unison as 
these stones in the jn'ramids meet. 
It 
is supposed that tiiey were rubbed 
backward and forward upon each other 
until the surfaces were assimilated,— 
London Iron.

In my text a small insect and a large 
quadruped are brought into comparison—a 
gnat and a camol. 
You hare iu museum 
or on the desert seen the latter, a great 
awkward, sprawling creature, with back 
two stories high, and stomachhaving a col- 
lection of reservoirs for desert travel, an 
animal forbidden to the Jews as food, and 
.in many literatures entitled "the ship of the 
desert."

There is as much religion, and I think a 
little more, in a spring morning than in a

How many there 
are chiefly anxious that a minister of the 
Gospel shall come in the line of apostolic 
succession, not caring so much whether 
he comes from Apostle I'anl or Apostle 
Judas.

Christ not only used it in the text, but 
when He ironically complimented the putre- 
fied Pharisees, saying, "The whole need 
not a physician," and when by one word 
Heidescribedthe cunning of Herod, saying, 
•Go ye and tell that fox." Matthew Henry's 
commentaries, from the first page to the 
last, corruscated with humor as 
summer 
elouds with heat lightning.

jan's writings are as full of humor as they 
^ e of saving truth, and their is not an 
ftged man here who has ever read "Pil- 
p^m's Progress" who does not remember 
tHat while reading it he smiled as often as 
he wept. 
Chrysostom, George 
Herbert, 
Bobert South, John Wesley, George White- 
field, Jeremy Taylor, Rowland Hill, Nettle- 
ton, George G. Finney, and all the men 
of the past who greatly advanced the king- 
dom of God consecrated their wit and 
tbeir hnmor to the cause of Christ.

has been in all the ages; and I say to these 
young theological students who cluster in 
these services Sabhath by Sabbath, sharpen 
Tonr wits as keen as cimeters, and then take 
Ibem into this holy war.

This subject does not give the picture of 
one or two persons, but is a gallery in 
which thousands of people may see their 
likeness. 
For instance, all those people 
who, while they would not rob their neigh- 
bor of a farthing, appropriate the money 
and the treasure of the public.

Described in the text sre all those who 
ore particular never to break ihe law of 
grammar, and who want all their language 
an elegant specimen of syntax, straining 
out all the inaccuracies of speech with a 
fine sieve of 
literary criticism, 
while 
through their conversation go slander and 
innuendo, and profanity and falsehood 
larger than a whole caravan of camels, 
when they might better fracture every law 
of the language and shock intelleetual 
taste, and better let every verb seek in 
vain for its nominative, and every noun 
for its government, and every preposition 
lose its w^y in the sentence, .and ^adjec- 
tives and participles and pronouns get into 
a grand riot worthy of the Fourth ward on 
election day, than to commit a moral inac- 
ctrtacy. 
Better swallow a thousands gnats 
than one camel. 


Such peifsons are also described in the 
tex't who ai*e very much alarmed about the 
small faults of others, and have no alarm 
about 
their own great 
transgressions. 
There are in every community and in every 
church watchdogs who feel called upon to 
keep their eyes on others and growl. They 
are full of suspicion. 
They wonder if that 
man is not dishonest, if that man is not 
unclean, if there is not something wrong 
about the other man. 
They are always the 
first to hear of anything wrong. 
Vultures 
are always the first to smell carrion. 
They 
are self-appointed detectives. 
I lay this 
down as a rule without any exception, that 
those peojile who have the most faults 
themselves are the most merciless in their 
wntchiug of others. 
From scalp of head 
to sohi of foot they are full of jealousies 
and hypercriticisnis. 
They spend 
their 
life in hunting for muskrats and mud 
turtles, 
in-^tead 
uf 
hunting for Uocky 
Islountain ea'jies, always for something 
moan insteail of something grand. 
They 
look at their 
neighbors' 
imperfections 
through a microscope, and look at their 
own ini})erfections through a telescope up- 
side down. 
Twenty faults of their own do 
not hurt them so much as one fault of 
somebody'else. Their neighbors' imperfec- 
tions are like gnats and thej' strains them 
out; their own imperfections are like camels 
and thej" swallow thorn. 


Hut lest some might think they escape 
¡he scrutiny of the text, I have to tell you 
that we all come under the divine 
satire 
when we make the que-^tion of time more 
j>roraine.ut than the question of eternity. 
Come, now, let us all go into tbe con- 
fessional. 
Are not all tempted to niako 
the question, 
"W here shall I live nowV 
greater than the question. Where shall I 
live forever? 
How shall I get more dollars 
here? greater than the question. 
How 
shall I lay up treasures iu Heaven? 
tbe 
(juestion. How shall i jiay my debts to 
man? greater than the tiuestion. 
How 
shall I meet my obligations to God? tbe 
(juestion. How shall I gain the world? 
greater than the (¡uestion, What if I 
lose 
my soul? the question. Why did God let 
sin come into this world? greater than the 
(juestion, How shall I get it extirpated 
from my nature? the question. What shall 
I do with the twenty, or forty, or seventy 
years of my sublunar existence? greater 
than the question, 
What shall 1 do with 
tbe millions of cycles of my post-terrestrial 
existence. 
Time, how small it is! 
Eter- 
nity, bow vast it is! 
The former more in- 
signiticant iu comparison with the latter 
than a gnat is insiguiticant when compared 
with a camel. 
We dodged the text. 
We 
said, "That doesn't mean mo, and that 
doesn't mean me," and with a ruinous be- 
nevolence we are giving the whole sermon 
away. 


But let us all surrender to the charge. 
What an ado about things here! 
What 
poor preparation for a great eternity! 
As 
though a minnow were larger than a behe- 
moth, as though a swallow took wider cir- 
cuit than an albatross, as though a nettle 
were taller than a Lebanon 
cedar, as 
though a gnat were greater than a camel, 
as though a minute were longer than a 
centurj', as though time were 
higher, 
deeper, broader than eternity. 
So the text 
which flashed with lightning of wit as 
Christ uttered it is followed by the crash- 
ing ifcnaders of awful catastrophe to those 
wno make the questions of time greater 
than the questions of the future, the on- 
coming, overshadowing future. 
Oh, eter- 
nity! eternity! eternity!

Manifestly the only hope that the 
Christian religion shall do its perfect 
work in American civilization, says The 
Churchman, is in the “hearty co-oper­ 
ation” of all Christians. 
This goes al­ 
most without saying. 
And to our mind 
it is equally self-evident that whatever 
*‘will serve the welfare of the whole 
church, ” understanding by “the whole 
church” what we call Christendom, can­ 
not by any possibility be a “detriment 
to any denominational interests. ” For, 
what are denominational interests apart 
from the true welfare of mankind as re­ 
deemed by Jesus Christ? Is not every 
Christian denomination organized for 
the purpose of bringing men to the 
knowledge of Jesus Christ, and of 
building them up into His likeness ? 
Can it have any interests other than 
these, and must it not rejoice if loyal to 
Jesus Christ, even if it be merged into 
some other and more effective organi­ 
zation which can more completely ac­ 
complish these results ? 
“I must de­ 
crease, but He must increase, ” said the 
preacher of the wilderness to his de- 
ci^les who came to him complaining 
that his following was being taken 
away by the Prophet of Nazareth, to 
whom he had borne witness. 
Perhaps 
it was hard even for the son of Zach- 
arias to be thus set aside^ ^although in 
favor of the Christ to whom he was 
born tor =b6ir witness.

eve'n be painful to Christian man and 
to C*>riatian society to give up princi­ 


ple» Mid methods which have brongHt 
individual f'€>ace abd sectarian suceeas. 
And hence must always arise th« diffi» 
cnlty of thia “hearty co-operation” to 
whose agency, confessedly, we mast 
look for any large efforts in d olin g 
with the difficulties and dangers of our 
present state.

eulogy over him; “Been a consistent 
member of our church for many years, 
always foremost in all church enter- 
ijrises, and while we feel keenly the 
loss, we are glad Heaven is made 
richer by our bereavement.” 
Awful, 
awful! Cursed be he that doeth the 
work of the Lord deceitfully (neg­ 
ligently). ”—Jer. xxxxviii. 10.

clare unto you all the counsel of God. ” 
This is not pleasant and agreeable, at 
all times, but we must be true to souls, 
and to God; and declare that the so-

A H O M E o r C A y y i J iA L S . 
There are two large posts in front, 
eighty feet high, on which rests the 
large peaked shade, around which there 
liangs a graceful fringe of young sage 
leaf. 
The front is about tl)irty feet 
wide, and the whole length of the house 
is about 160 feet, tapering gradually 
down to the back, where it is small. 
Our compartment is about twenty feet 
hi^h and tea broad. 
The front is a 
common platform, 
floored with the 
outer skin of the sago palm, and kept 
beautifully clean. The whole is divided 
into courts, with divisions of cocoanut 
leaves nine feet high, on which hang 
various figures, not at all good looking. 
From the top to the cocoanut leaves 
hang graceful curtains of the young 
frond of the sago palm. 
Standing on 
the platform in front and looking down 
the whole length along the passage or 
hall, with various divisions and their 
curtains, it has a wonderful effect. 
In each of the courts are numerous 
skulls of men, women, and children, 
crocodiles and bears, also many breasts 
of the cassowary. 
All are carved and 
many painted. 
The human skulls are 
of those who have been killed and 
eaten. 
The daintest dish here is man, 
and it is considered that only fools 
refuse and despise it. 
In the last court 
there are the same kinds of ornaments, 
and then a screen with 
curiously 
formed things of native wood and cloth 
hanging on it; also sibis (their only 
clothing), belts, small bags, and other 
things belonging to those murdered, 
which have been presented to the gods. 
—Pioneering in New Guinea.

Vaal l.irer, and at flood time were fre- 
quently submerged.

isted in the minds of a few persons 
doubts as to the sufficient si/e and 
stability of the foundation of the Wash- 
ington monument 
These apprehen- 


sions becoming widespread, a joint 
commisftioii was appointed by Conf ress, 
consisting of the President of the ("nit- 
ex! States, the Vice President of the 
Monument Society, the chief of en* 
gmeers of the army, and the architects 
of the Capitol and Treasury, with in- 
structions to make an inveatigation cf 
the work already done, and to direct 
and supervise the completion of the 
structure. The joint commission caused 
a special investigation to be made by 
capable engineers, who re|*orted that 
the foundation waa in an un satisfactory 
condition, and that it would l>e "unsafe 
to subject it to anv additional load 
whatever." The embodiment of these 
facts in the commission's tirst re}K>rt to 
Congress led to the enactment of a 
oint resolution, June U, 1*7H, author- 
zing the expenditure of *3ti,(HH>, if 
deemed advisable, in giving greater 
stabibtr to the foundation."
